"The bill will not keep firms from 
expanding and branching out and 
providing employment— if they real­ 
ly want to do it,” he said in an 
interview. 
"O ur objective was to relieve 
hardsihps 
and inequities and 
to 
raise the same amount of revenue, 
and I think the bill will do th a t” 
The legislation, drafted by a sub­ 
committee 
which Vinson 
headed, 
would 
modify 
the 
undistributed 
profits and capital gains taxes and 
put. a 
new surtax on fam ily or 
closely-held corporations. 
Crowther Says, ‘No Issue Left* 
A m inority member of the sub­ 
committee. Rep. Crowther (R ) of 
New York, asserted there was "no 
great issue left in the bill.” 
"The undistributed profits tax 
has been almost destroyed.” he ex­ 
plained. 
"W e have taken the $25.- 
000 corporations and said, ‘You're 
out. 
W e exempt you.’ 
"Some of the small corporations 
would pay a little more normal tax. 
but they would have the privilege 
of complete discretion over use of 
j earnings and dividend policies.” 
Most of the bigger companies, 
Crow ther said, also would have that 
same discretion,

| charged a 4 percent tax on their 
undistributed earnings. 
"W e are coaxing instead of com­

Not Ready 


Diplom ats Know Another W ar Now 


Must Be A verted So They Strive 


To Maintain The Status Quo 
" 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


t VVASHINGTON, Feb. 24— E vents in Europe will 
' ' 
have no im m ediate relationship to the United 
States, b ut th e re are lessons of tran scen d en t signifi­ 
cance in w hat has been happening across the seas 
these last few days. 
T here a re probably m any surface reasons and 
many fine-spun argum ents why B ritain a t tb s mo­ 
m ent decided to establish b etter relations w ith tb s 
dictator-ruled countries, but who can doubt th at s t 
bottom th e B ritish people are not ready for w ar? 
W hen issues that m ean w ar or peace have to be 
settled, the diplom ats and tbe prim e m in isters know 
that tbe world is not y et ready for an o th er 1914. 
They know th is because peoples are restless every­ 
where and th ere can be no certainty th a t a united 
nation can b s m aintained behind any m odern b attls 
cry in a dem ocracy. 
All over th e world, the effects of the g reat war ars 
still felt. T be m em ory of sacrifices is still fresh, but, 
above all, th e knowledge th at an econom ic earth ­ 
quake took place, from whose convulsions neither 
Europe nor Am erica has yet recovered, is today the 
dom inant influence for m aintaining the sta tu s quo 
as long as possible. 
The V ersailles treaty did not perm anently settle 
the question of territo rial am bitions, but m erely left 
open sores w hich show little signs of healing. It was 
Woodrow W ilson’s dream th at the League of Nations 
would be a continuing peaca conference and would, 
from tim e to tim e, revise th e peace provisions in th<^ 
interest of equity and fairness. 
J 
But the U nited S tates killed the influence of the 
league by refusing to accept any responsibilities 
under it. G radually, the league has lost first one and 
then an o th er sponsor, until today the existing m ajor­ 
ity In B ritain apparently is ready to scuttle the 
league too. 
And w hy not? Can B ritain alone protect the peace 
of E urope? Can Britain and France together stand 
up 
ag ain st 
the 
G erm an-A ustrian-Italian-Japanese 
com bination, especially since Soviet R ussia is not to 
be counted upon to put arm ies Into the field on the 
eastern fro n t? 
I'H E B ritish em pire and the French republic have 
truly been isolated by th e dictator-ruled coun­ 
tries. A nthony Eden’s argum ent is on paper un­ 
answ erable, but was this th e tim e for B ritain to force 
a show dow n? Obviously not. 
The B ritish prim e m in ister has a h ard course to 
defend, but b s knows tb s B ritish people do not wish 
w ar and th a t, from across th* A tlantic, th e ally who 
helped win the great w ar is w rapped up in her own 
troubles and not a corporal’s guard could be m uster­ 
ed in eith er house of congreaa to support any mili­ 
tary or naval m easures now looking tow ard the sup­ 
port of th e French and B ritish dem ocracies. 
It is a trag ic tru th th a t th e great w ar, which was. 
with keen prophetic insight, hailed by Preeident W il­ 
son as a w ar to "m ake tb e world safe for democ­ 
racy.” failed of its objective because, w hile the dem ­ 
ocracies won on the field of battle, they lost when it 
cam e to the peace tab le and the assurance of the 
fruits of victory. America, by repudiating th e league, 
really repudiated the idea of a world concert to pre 
serve peace. 
A nother old phrase com es to m ind—"peace with 
out victory"— uttered by P resident W ilson in the 
days w hen he hoped th a t the allied countries would 
see the need of sparing G erm any from th e bleeding 
process w hich tbe extrem ists in th e allied c o u n trie s 
were insistin g upon. But again the allied diplom at^ 
failed. They p ut g financial burden on G erm any in 
the form of reparations. T hey took G erm an colonies 
away. They sowed the seeds of H itlerism because. 
as Mr. W ilson predicted, governm ents, and arm ies 
can be overthrow n, but a proud people can never be 
vanquished. 
From o u r vantage point a c ro n tbe tea s, Am erica 
saw all th is and counselled m oderation. Even as the 
allied diplom ats at P aris in 1919 insisted on an im­ 
possible rep aratio n burden, men like B ernard M. 
Baruch, bead of tbe econom ic section of th e Am er­ 
ican Peace M ission, declared the debt could never be 
paid w ithout breaking down tbe G erm an nation. 
Later, S ecretary of S tate H ughes said th e same 
thing. But tbe A m erican people, im pressed by isola­ 
tionist and stand-aloof doctrine, did n ot take an 
active p a rt in negotiating in the poat-w ar period the 
steps th a t m ight have led to a stronger and more 
dem ocratic Europe. 


IN STEA D , in tbe United S tates, insistence on pay- 
* m ent of allied w ar debts prevented a settlem ent 
and contributed no little to the econom ic breakdown 
In which even the Hoover m oratorium , b itterly crit­ 
icized by p etty politicians, cam e too late to ba of 
help* 
T here are m any A m ericans who in sist w# not only 
should have nothing to do w ith Europe, because we 
might becom e involved in war, but th at nothing that 
happens in Europe can possibly Involve us in war. 
Unhappily, events are moving so rapidly th a t we do 
not know th e speed with which the tides of fascism 
and dictatorship are sw eeping across boundaries, 
stirring up political as WHI as econom ic strife. 
South A m erica and Mexico w ill become fertile fields 
for this revolutionary doctrine, and perhaps even our 
own country will, too. 
True pacifism is a doctrine that sincerely seeks to 
avert war. U nintelligent pacifism is a doctrine which, 
seeks to em barrass a governm ent that tak es a f ir n i 
position lr tb e hope of averting war. At th e m om ent/ 
pacifism rules the dem ocracies while th e dictator 
countries m arch on to conquest over th eir softer 
and m ore tim id neighbors 
The key to the future 
lies in w hether the B ritish em pire can. by these 
challengee, be goaded Into w ar and w hether, when 
war comes, th* American people will find out that 
what they thought was a rem ote contingency actu­ 
ally involves them in a struggle for self-defense. 
D ictator-ruled countries do not care about reason 
or m oral force. They respect and recognise only 
physical force. The pacifists m ay criticize It. but the 
safest step A m erica can u k e at the m om ent is to 
build up her navy and ber a ir forces to the highest 
point reached by any nation in the world. It will 
prove cheap insurance, and. if anything Is w asted, it 
will be dollars and not hum an lives.

Agents of the division of dairies 
of the state departm ent of health 
will be asked to assist in a dairy 
barn inspection in the East Liver­ 
pool district this spring. 
The board of health last night in­ 
structed Health Commissioner Dr. 
John A. Murphy to communicate 
with the state at once asking coop­ 
eration in the inspection to be con­ 
ducted after March lo. 
W ill V isit Farm s 
State inspectors, accompanied by 
local 
health d epartm ent officials. 
I A in visit the farm s of milk produc­ 
ers of the tri-state district whose 
product is m arketed in East Liver­ 
pool. 
Cattle barns, spring houses, 
transportation facilities and equip­ 
m ent will be examined. 
W here faulty conditions are dis- 
< overed farmers will be instructed 
to take corrective steps. 
A follow­ 
up inspection of these farms will be 
made after 30 days and owners 
who have failed to comply with the 
recommendations will be prohibited 
from sending their milk into East 
Liverpool. 
It has “been th ree years since a 
dairy barn inspection 
was made 
here. 
However, a survey was con­ 
ducted in the local district a few 
m onths ago by representatives of 
the department of agriculture. 
Sanitary Inspector D. J. MeKeev- 
er reported he collected 27 samples 
of milk and cream from distribu­ 
tors during the month, all of which 
m et bacteria and butterfat content 
requirements. 
Milk, sold in East 
Liverpool, must contain not more 
than 60.000 bacteria count and not 
less than 3.5 percent butterfat.

T here is probably a sensitivity to 
certain food substances. As a rule, 
these foods are protein in th eir na­ 
ture. 
T he condition occurs in bottle- ! 
fed in fan ts more frequently than in 
the breastfed children, particularly 
In the offspring of m others who 
likew ise have some allergic sensi­ 
tivity. 
S in ce-asthma and hay fever. 
as well as eczema, are now regard­ 
ed aa sym ptom s of allergy, It is im ­ 
p ortant th a t the children of parents 
who have som e form of these dis­ 
eases be guarded against sim ilar 
allergic w eaknesses. 
The young sufferer Is unpleas­ 
antly susceptible to one of such 
protein foods as milk, cereals and 
eggs.
